The talks have proved so popular that J wish it were pos- 
sible for every man and woman on the railroad to bear them 
personally. Since it is not, it bas been decided to print them, 
in digest form, in a monthly series in the “Bulletin.”

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“HHOW YOUR RAILROAD” 


“Thee Operating Department 


From an address by 
J. W. CORBETT 


Vice President in Charge of Operations 


NLIKE the office boy whom one of 

our departments hired a few years 
ago, I don’t expect that after I get 
through anyone here can qualify as an 
authority on the Operating Department. 
This particular office boy was hired on 
Monday. On Thursday he came in with 
his resignation. “What’s the matter, 
son,” his boss said, “don’t you like your 
job? What are you quitting for?” The 
hoy replied, “No, I don’t like my job, 
TI don’t like the railroad business and 
Ym sorry that I ever /earned it.” After 
45 years I am still learning about it. 


While our department is referred to 
as “Operating,” we really are the oper- 
ating and maintenance department for 
the Pacific Lines. We maintain all of 
the tracks, the structures, the bridges, 
block signals, and everything that goes 
into the permanent right-of-way; the 
locomotives, freight and passenger cars, 
motor cars; in fact, everything that goes 
into the operation of the railroad, 

We also install new trackage, erect 
new buildings and make a large amount 
of our equipment. 

On our Pacific Lines we have over 
8700 miles of main and branch line rail- 
road. We have a total of about 130 miles 
of bridges, some 47 miles of tunnels, 
and 4100 miles of sidings and yard 
tracks. We own 620 diesel locomotives, 
820. steam locomotives, 58,000 freight 
cars and 1300 passenger cars, in round 
figures. About 90% of the total employes 
work in the Operating Department. 
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At the top of our organization chart is 
the Vice President in Charge of Opera- 
tions, with jurisdiction covering the 
Pacific Lines. (A somewhat similar or- 
ganization, headed by a General Man- 
ager who reports to the Executive Vice 
President at Houston, functions for the 
lines in Texas and Louisiana.) 


Reporting directly to the Vice Presi- 
dent in Charge of Operations are the 
Secretary of the Board of Pensions and 
the General Manager. All of the other 
Operating Department officers report to 
the General Manager. Of two Assistant 
General Managers, one generally takes 
care of transportation matters for the 
General Manager; the other, special as- 
signments, including relations with gen- 
eral chairmen of the Brotherhoods on 
certain matters not coming within the 
jurisdiction of the Personnel Depart- 
ment, 


There is also an Assistant to the Gen- 
eral Manager who is presently concerned 
with the Operating Department’s part of 
a long range planning program being 
undertaken ‘by your railroad. We are 
planning, not for next year, but for as 
far ahead as 25 years from now. We're 
going to expand and grow ‘with the ter- 
ritory we serve in the West and South- 
west, 


The General Superintendent of Trans- 
portation heads what is commonly known 
as our Transportation Department, the 
nerve center of operations...On Pacific 
Lines we operate about 400 freight and 
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passenger trains each 24 hours. We work 
about 640 yard engine assignments and 
Joad between four and five thousand 
freight cars every working day. All of 
the details having to do with the distri- 
bution of the cars, making of schedules, 
on-time performance of trains, are han- 
dled through the General Superintendent 
of ‘Transportation. 


Maintenance Important 

The Chief Engineer is in charge of the 
Maintenance of Way and Structures De- 
partment and has the responsibility of 
maintaining all of the structures, all of 
the properties of our railroad and. of 
building the new facilities that are con- 
structed from time to time. At a later 
date, the Chief Engineer will tell you in 
more detail how his department func- 
tions and ail of the things that he and 
his people do. 

The Gencral Superintendent Motive 
Power occupies the same general rela- 
tionship in our organization in the 
Motive Power Department as the Chief 
Engineer does in the Maintenance of 
Way Department; in other words, he is 
the General Superintendent ofthe Main- 
tenance of Equipment Department. We 
have two general shops on our System: 
one at Los Angeles, one at Sacramento. 
Each has a Superintendent Motive Power 
who reports to the General Superin- 
tendent Motive Power. All of the heavy 
repairs, all of the manufacturing activ- 
ities that are tindertaken on the railroad 
are under the supervision of the General 
Superintendent Motive Power and his 
assistants. Later he, too, will tell you 
more about his department, 

It seems a tragedy for us to go to the 
expense of handling freight for long dis- 
tances and then have it damaged and 
refused by the consignee. We have ‘to 
pay claims when that happens, which is 
a serious drain on the revenues of our 
Company. Of equal importance, though, 
is the dissatisfaction that ‘results from 
damage and -loss of freight. “Efforts to 


reduce freight loss and damage are 
headed by the Manager of Freight Pro- 


. tection, Merchandise and Station Serv- 


ice. This department also concerns itself 
with our automatic business machine 
system and over-all station service. 
Many on the railroad do not realize 
the magnitude of our store operations, 
headed by the General Storekeeper. We 
carry in stock at all times approximately 


“82,000 different items of material, rang- 


ing from tiny cotter keys to large Joco- 
motive cylinders and parts, We have 
in stock about 20 million dollars worth 
of materials at all times and we issue 
some seven or eight million dollars worth 
of materials each month. Incidentally, 
we are our own greatest customer. We 
handle more freight in connection with 
our own operations than we handle for 
any individual shipper who does busi- 
ness with us! 

The Manager of Personnel has the de- 
partment that handles ali of the details 
with the Brotherhood general chairmen 
having to do with agreements covering 
rates of pay and working conditions. 


Other Functions 


The Superintendent of Communica- 
tions has supervision over our extensive 
telephone and telegraph system, and 
more recently radio and radar. He will 
tell you more about that at a later date, 

Our Special Agent’s Department plays 
an important part in protecting our 
operations in many ways. It investigates 
robberies and accidents, endeavors to 
prevent trespassing and theft, and gen- 
erally safeguards our whole property. 

The basis for operating trains under 
what we call the timetable and train 
order system is that everyone concerned 
in the operation has the correct time. 
Those whose duties are connected with 
movement of trains are required to carry 
standard watches which are inspected by 
various watch inspectors who handle 
this service under arrangements made by 
the ‘Manager of Time Service. 
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Staff Specialists include our Fuel En- 
gineer and the Rules Examiner, who 
occupies a Rules Instruction Car that 
travels all over Pacific Lines. It’s con- 
tinually on the go, holding classes which 
ate attended every iwo years by all 
trainmen, enginemen and yardmen, tele- 
graph operators and train dispatchers, 
on the Transportation Department Book 
of Rules. 

The safe operation of our railroad is 
our fundamental and primary obligation. 
The opening sentence in all our books 
of rules is, “Safety is of the first impor- 
tance in the discharge of duty.” We take 
great pride in the safety of our opera- 
tions. It has been over seven years now 
since we had a passenger fatality due to 
a passenger train accident. We attribute 
this splendid showing to strict compli- 
ance with the rules by Operating De- 
partment employes. 


Safety Is Paramount 


We also have a very keen interest in 
the personal safety of our employes. 
Our Safety Department, in collaboration 
with division officers, holds hundreds of 
safety meetings each year. Safety super- 
visors spend practically all their time 
oat -on-tir rallsoad seatching out wneafe 
practices and conditions and educating 
employes in safe methods. We feel 
strongly that doing our work safely and 
without incurring personal injuries is a 
matter of education. 

The Office Manager takes care of all 
the details of the joint office of the Vice 
President in Charge of Operations and 
the General Manager. There are several 
bureaus in the oflice: The Transporta- 
tion Bureau, the Appropriations Bureau, 
the ‘Power and Fuel Bureau, the Statis- 
tical Bureau, the Miscellaneous Bureau. 
All have an important part in assisting 
with the over-all direction ef our opera- 
tions. 


The Supervisor of Employment not 


only takes care of manpower and em- 


ployment matters but-has also embarked 
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on a splendid employe Training and De- 
velopment program which we are sure 
is going to expand and be helpful to us 
as time goes on. 


Our Contract Department handles a 
tremendous number of contracts and 
agreements covering almost everything 
imaginable from a small agricultural 
lease on our right-of-way to an agree- 
ment that runs 999 years, covering the 
joint operation of certain facilities. 

Division Units 

Backbone of the Operating Depart- 
ment are the ten operating divisions, 
each headed by a Division Superintend- 
ent. On the staff of each Division Super- 
intendent is an Assistant Superintendent 
who is generally in charge of transpor- 
tation matters, a Master Mechanic in 
charge of mechanical matters, and a 
Division Engineer in charge of mainte- 
nance of way matters. The Superintend- 
ent is responsible for the operation and 
maintenance of his division. Division 
headquarters are at Portland for Port- 
jand Division, Dunsmuir for Shasta 
Division, Sacramento for Sacra 
Division, Oakland for Western Di 
San Francisco for Coast Division, Ogden 
for Salt Lake Division, Los Angeles for 
Los Angeles Division, Tucson for Tucson 
Division, Bakersfield for San Joaquin 
Division, and El Paso for Rio Grande 
Division. 


Qne of our serious and very important 
obligations in the Operating Department 
is to regulate our expenditures so as to 
preduce net income to the Company. 
The total operating ratio is now running 
about 83 cents out of each revenue dol- 
lar. That means that there are only 17 
cents ‘left from cach dollar of revenue 
to pay our fixed charges, te pay our 
taxes, to pay our dividends and to pro- 
vide the money for capital improvements 
which are necessary for us to continue 
as the progressive railroad that we are. 

‘And ‘so it is apparent that this obli- 
gation of ours in the Operating Depart- 
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ment to conduct our operations and our 
maintenance in suck a manner as to 
Jeave sufficient money to provide for 
necessary improvements is a serious and 
an important one, 


The money we spend for maintenance 
(maintenance of way and maintenance 
of equipment) is budgeted. It is more 
difficult, in fact it’s almost impossible, 
to budget transportation expenses, par- 
ticularly those resulting from operation 
of trains. H{ the business is here we 
have to operate the trains and we have 
to provide the necessary switching and 
all of the incidental services that go with 
their operation. 

At the beginning of the year we budget 
our expenses in accordance with the ex- 
pected revenues. Each fall our Traffic 
Departments furnish us with an esti- 
mate of the expected revenues for the 
next year. Each month they furnish us 
with a revised estimate of the expected 
revenues for the next month, 

We deal in millions of dollars, but 
the fundamental economic principles are 
no different from those encountered by 
the man with the corner drug store. 
We cannot spend more moncy than we 
take in, and survive. Nobody in business 
can do that, 


Nevertheless, we have managed to do 


pretty well and we have done that by 
constantly increasing the efficiency of 
our plant. Diesel locomotives have revo- 
lationized the railroad industry and have 
kept the railroads off the shoals of post- 
war bankruptcy. There is no question 
about that. Modern yards, re-spacing of 
sidings, centralized traffic control and 
many other improvements and refine- 
ments have made it possible to conduct 
our operations more efficiently, more eco- 
nomically, and thus offset the spread 
between the increases in our costs and 
the proportionately smaller increases in 
our rates. 

In all of our Operating Department 
activities, we are dependent on all other 
departments of the railroad. We think 
that on the Southern Pacific we enjoy 
at the present time the finest relation- 
ship and the finest spirit of cooperation 
between the various departments that we 
hhave ever known, We are proud of our 
department and all of its fine people, 
and of all the other depariments in our 
great railroad. 

We extend to cach of you, represent- 
ing all of the other departments, our 
sincere appreciation for the cooperation 
that we always receive, and assure you 
that we wish to cooperate with you in 
exactly the same manner. 


“The Passenger naffie Department 
; From an address by 
CLAUDE E. PETERSON 
Vice President, System Passenger Traffic 


URISDICTION of the Passenger 
V Trafic Department is literally na- 
tionwide in ‘scope. Reporting directly 
to the vice president in charge of sys- 
tem passenger traffic, San Francisco, are 
the. assistant vice president, assistant 
to vice president, two special assistants, 
general. advertising manager, general 
baggage -agent and mail and -express 
trafie manager. 
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These officers and their specialized 
staffs art headquartered at SF and Hous- 
ton but department operations reach 
across the nation. Under direction of 
the general trafic manager, Chicago, 
are included passenger traffic managers 
in Chicago and New York. The GTM at 
Chicago also has freight responsibilitie 


thus reports ‘to both traffic vice presi: 
dents. 
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General agencies reporting to PTM, 
Chicago, include Chicago, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Indianapolis, Mem- 
phis, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, St. Louis, 
Denver, Kansas City and Oklahoma 
City. Louisville and Tulsa district 
agencies report to Cincinnati and Okla- 
homa City respectively. 

PTM, New York, is responsible for 
general agencies at Boston, Buffalo, 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Washington, Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Winston-Salem. District agencies at 
Jacksonville and Chattanooga report to 
Atlanta and Birmingham, respectively. 

Completing the national traffic solici- 
tation picture is the passenger traffic 
manager, Houston, responsible for pas- 
senger matters on our Lines in Texas 
and Louisiana. 


Key Territories 


On Pacific Lines, there are six im- 
portant passenger territories, including 
a passenger traffic manager at Los An- 
geles, general passenger agents at Port- 
land, Gakland, San Francisco, Phoenix 
and El Paso. District agencies on-line 
in turn report to these offices. 

The aim of all these men—and the 
men and women on their stafls—is to 
encourage travel on our railroad and to 
sell Southern Pacific service as a whole. 

Passenger service in many cases is 
the window to our railroad. Many 
people see our railroad only through our 
passenger service. Freight shippers for 
instance don’t ride with their freight. 
We endeavor to provide the very best 
passenger service that is possible, and 
I think we are doing a fair job of that. 
We want our customers to think of us 
as progressive and as having modern 
up-to-date trains, and giving good, cour- 
teous service, 

Our.crack trains: include the Cascade, 
Shasta Daylight, Lark, Sunset, Golden 
State, City of San Francisco and Qver- 
land. These are among the finest trains 
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in the country, there isn’t any question 
about that, We know it’s so, because 
we hear it repeatedly from persons who 
ride topnotch trains throughout the 
country. The two Shasta Daylights cost 
almost 5 million dollars. There isn’t 
anything in the country that compares 
with them. Since they have been in 
operation, over four years now, they 
have averaged 400 passengers a day 
in each direction. Our fleet of Daylights 
as a whole has handled some 16 million 
passengers, which gives you some idea 
of their popularity. People, including 
some of our own, sometimes ask me if 
we are trying to get out of the passenger 
business in view of the fact that we 
curtail train miles. We are not going 
out of the passenger business, The best 
evidence of that is we are still buying 
new equipment. Since the war we 
have spent 50 million dollars for pas- 
senger equipment including what we 
have on order. We naturally buy the 
things we need most—the things that 
can get business quick. 


They Cost More 


Jn 1938, when we started the first 
Daylight, the cars cost about $60,000 
apiece. They new cost $175,000 apiece. 
It takes a et of people to run the trains, 
make the reservations, and sell the 
tickets. 

in the way of streamlining our ticket 
office service, we recently adopted the 
book form of ticket, which replaces 
the old individual long coupon form. 
That made a favorable impression on 
the public. At a number of places 
we have moved our “up town” ticket 
offices down to the station to give more 
around-the-clock service and provide 
better parking facilities for the public. 
We have also expanded the popular 
will-call service. 

As to the matter of fares, our fares 
to’ Los Angeles on the Coast and San 
Joaquin Daylights and to Portland on 
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the Shasta Daylight are still the lowest 
of any in the country. 

With the beginning of the summer 
vacation season, Southern Pacific joined 
other railroads in the new reduced fam- 
ily fares for travel to and from the mid- 
west and east. 


Telling the World 


The next item is our advertising. All 
of the Company’s advertising, passenger, 
freight and institutional, is produced in 
the Passenger Traffic Department under 
direct supervision of the General Ad- 
vertising Manager. We spend about 
a million and a half dollars a year in 
advertising. Our Institutional adver- 
tising tells about the territory we serve, 
our importance to its growth and its 
importance to our railroad. We also 
do outdoor advertising, using billboards 
from Portland to Et Paso, which are 
very effective. Our advertising has won 
several National Awards and representa- 
tion in a book reprinting the best 100 
ads in 100 years. 


Another item of interest is mail and 
express traffic. Mail traffic is unusual 
trafic in that we have only one cus- 
tomer, the United States Government. 
The Express Agency is a railway oper- 
ated agency, owned by all the rail- 
roads in the country. It operates out of 
New York with various regions set up 
throughout the country. The Express 
Agency issues its own tariffs, does its 
own solicitation, collects the money for 
what it does, provides the pick-up and 
delivery service, and then turns the 
express over to the railroads. 


In the matier of competition, we 
have, for example, two private auto- 
mobiles in California for every 5 per- 
sons. There are 50 air flights a day in 
each direction between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. That’s plenty of com- 
petition. And it’s subsidized, both di- 
rectly and indirectly, in contrast to the 
railroad industry, which pays its own 
way. 

As to the future of the passenger 
business, I believe business will con- 
tinue to grow with the country. The 
country out here is growing, there is no 
doubt about that. The territory we 
serve has a larger population increase 
than-any other place in the country. We 
have great industrial development. 


Greater Efficiency 


We have made a successful effort to 
reduce unprofitable train mileage. Since 
1940 we've eliminated almost two and a 
half million passenger train miles by 
discontinuing branch Hne and second- 
ary trains that were not sufficiently 
used to keep them running. On the other 
hand, we concentrate on giving the best 
possible service, We want to do a good 
job, want people to like us, and want 
them to come back. By building up 
service with trains like the Daylights, 
Lark, Cascade, City of San Francisco, 
Golden State and Sunset, we're con- 
scious of what the public wants’ and 
are giving it to them. 

In conclusion, I think we have the 
best railroad’ in the country, and if 
we keep going the way we are, we have 
nothing but optimism ahead.

National Safety Council 
Selects SP For An Award 


Fo its public safety activities South- 
ern Pacific has earned an award by 
the National Safety Council. 

Last month President D. J. Russell 
was notified by Council President Ned 
H. Dearborn that SP was given the 
Council’s Public Safety Activities Award 
for its program of promoting safety 
through school, church and civic groups 
and at employe meetings. 

The judges based the award partly 
on the Company's operation of a library 
of safety films available on a free loan 
basis. One widely-circulated movie, 
“Dangerous Playground,” was filmed by 
our Safety Department to show school 
children the hazards of playing on rail- 
road property. 

The National Safety Council reported 
21 of 131 Class I railroads in the United 
States won the award. 


New Railroad Retirement 
Amendment Explained 


LAOUIRIES from a number of re- 
tired railroaders indicate they mis- 
understood the recent report of an 
amendment to the Railroad Retirement 
Act, according to H. E. Alsing, secre- 
tary, SP board of pensions. 

The amendment, which provides in- 
creased benefits, will affect only about 
36,000 of the more than 200,000 persons 
now receiving railroad pensions, Alsing 
stated. 

It -was explained that only those re- 
tired persons whose annuitics, since 
October, .1951,-had,-heen reduced be- 
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cause of Social Security benefits, are 
affected. The latest bill provides for 
restoration of amounts withheld. 


There will be no change in the amount 
of Railroad Retirement payments to 
those who have not heen receiving re- 
tirement benefits under the Social Se- 
curity Act, Alsing said. 


Reputation Upheld: In a letter 10 
SP acknowledging receipt of a copy of 
the booklet, “Facts About Southern 
Pacific,” the president of a bank in 
Heuston wrote: “I notice a paragraph 
reading as follows: ‘But more important 
than physical properties are the more 
than 98,000 men and women who make 
this transportation network a friendly 
public service institution.” In traveling

Cook until vegetables 
are tender. Add 2 cans tomato sauce, 

cans kidney beans, and chili powder, 
salt and pepper to suit the taste.

DATE NUT CAKE RECIPE 


Spread out a cup of chopped dates in 
a bowl and sprinkle a teaspoon of soda 
over them. Pour on a cup of boiling 
water, then add 2 tablespoons butter to 
the hot mixture. Let cool, then add a 
cup of sugar,a cup of flour and a cup 
of chopped nuts. Mix all together to 
make a thin ‘batter. 

Pour into pan,: with the dough “not 
more than %-inch deep in ‘it. Bake 
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in a 250° oven (moderate) until just 
done—somewhere around 25 minutes, 
OQver-baking makes for dryness. Cut in 
squares to serve. Good warm or cool, 
with whipped cream or pudding sauce. 


FIX TOMATOES DIFFERENTLY 


Now that tomatoes are at their best, 
you may like to try this French way of 
fixing them. It’s one of our favorites. 
This is how: 

Put 2 or 3 tablespoons water into a 
skillet, along with 2 tablespoons butter. 
Then arrange, in a single layer, halves 
of unpeeled small tomatoes, cut-side up. 
Sprinkle them lightly with salt and 
pepper, then generously with grated 
Parmesan cheese. Cover skillet, and 
cook over medium heat 5 to 10 minutes, 
until tomatoes are barely tender. Do not 
turn. Serve very hot.

Best-Ever Pickles: Wash 14 large 
(dill size) cucumbers, cover with boil- 
ing water and Jet stand 24 hours; drain, 
cover ‘again with boiling water and let 
stand 24 hours; repeat for 2 more days. 
The fifth day, slice the cukes crosswise 
about 14” thick, Boil together for 5 
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Quick way 10 make biscuits: In- 
stead of rolling out dough and cutting 
it with a cutter, just shape the dough 
into a long roll and slice it crosswise to 
make biscuits the thickness you like.
